TOKYO, Dec. 14— Maj. Gen. 
Doyle O. Hickey, Gen. MacAr- 
thur’s chief of staff, called Tokyo 
neWs bureau chiefs to his office 
this morning and told them that, 
in the last 24 hours, the major 
press services had given the Chi- 
nese Communists everything but 
a copy of the timetable for the 
evacuation of more than 60,000 
troops from the Hungnam area. 
He asked them not to do it again. 
They promised, as they had prom- 
| ised twice before. 

This breach of security, by far 
the most flagrant and serious of 
'the war, came one day after the 
correspondents had been asked to 
follow a four-point security guide 
to guard against just such breaks. 
Nevertheless Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur stuck stubbornly to the 
principle: of “voluntary censor- 
ship” despite the news leak which 
endangered the lives of thousands 
of American soldiers. 

No Further News on 10th Corps. 

At a general meeting of corre- 
spondents later today, Col. Marion 
P. Echols urged that security 
criteria be followed and no fur- 
ther mention be made of move- 
ments of the Tenth Corps. It is 
the Tenth Corps troops who are | 
being evacuated. 

“Some form of security mea- 
sures will have to be taken if this 
doesn’t work,” said Col. Echols. 
“However,” he added, Gen. Mac- 
Arthur believes that voluntary 
censorship can still work and that 
censorship is “impractical.” 

As has been the case with every 
other security violation of the 
Korean war, this one originated 
in Tokyo, not with correspondents 
in the field. Correspondents who 
get shot at along with troops may 
have a greater appreciation of 
security.

St. Louis city and county draft 
boards will be asked to furnish 
870 men for the Army in January, 
it was announced today. That 


figure is double the quota that 
had been assigned before the na- 
tional quota for January was boost- 
ed from 40,000 to 83,000. 

The total to be supplied dur- 
ing January by the nine city 
boards was raised from 309 to 
618 and by the three county 
boards from 126 to 252, under an 
increase of the state quota from 
962 to 1956. No breakdown has 
been announced yet for the re- 
vised state quota of 1928 for Feb- 
ruary, increased from an earlier 
quota of 1193. 

Under the revised January call, 
county. boards 100, 101 and 102 
will furnish, respectively, 90, 50 
and 112 men.

Cities in almost every section 
of the country and some of the 
island possessions have applied 
for grants and evinced definite 
interest in carrying out rehabilita- 
tion plans. Up to Nov. 21 there 
were grants aggregating more 
than $170,400,000 earmarked for 
222 communities. The Korean 
war has not interfered with the 
movement and, in fact, federal 
officials have urged cities to press 
forward with slum clearance 
plans. Signs continue that even 
more cities will try to get in the 
program. 


The earmarked grant reserva- 
tions, based on volume of sub- 
standard housing as reflected by 
the 1940 census, have been estab- 
lished for cities of every size, 
ranving trom New York down to 
some places with only a few thou- 
sand population. 

Slum clearance with federal | 
help is a new departure in Ameri- 
can government. It was estab-. 
lished as a phase, “Title I,” of the 
history-making Housing Act, ap- 
proved July 15, 1949. Of neces- 
sity, it has been a slow, pains- 
taking task to get the program | 
under way. It’s a long-range un-| 
dertaking, and much remains to_ 
be done to effectuate it, locally 
and nationally. 

St. Louis Relies on Program. 


St. Louis is one of the cities | 
relying heavily on the program. | 
Sites for exterfSive middle-income 
housing under the urban rede-. 
velopment company and for other 
forms of modern improvements in | 
St. Louis would be obtained with 
this @mportant assistance. Suc- 
cinctly stated, the chief effect of | 
the federal aid is to pay for two- | 
thirds of the cost of “writing 
down” value of sites—the write- 
down being the difference be- | 
tween acquisition cost to the city | 
and realistically reduced resale | 
prices to redevelopers. 

Earmarked for St. Louis at | 
present is a grant reservation 
of. $5,196,000. However, Keith, 
director of slum clearance and 
urban redevelopment for the 
Federal Housing and Home Fi- 
nance Agency, indicated the 
possibility that this might be 
increased to perhaps more than 
$10,000,000. 

“I think every city in the 
program can count on more 
than is now’reserved for it,” he 
said. “I'd say that cities now 
represented could, in general, 
count on about double the 
amount at present set aside for 
them.” 

It should be emphasized, of 
course, that any such increase 
remains to be allocated, on a 
showing of need and of satisfac- 
tory plans. The 1949 act has 
authorized HHFA to make bind- 
ing commitments up to $500,000,- 
000. in an orderly schedule run- 
ning through fiscal year 1953-54. 
It might be possible, said Keith, 
to spend the whole half-billion 
dollars in perhaps only a quarter 
of the cities for which grants have 
been reserved. He desires to 
“narcel out the funds so that the 
cities with really significant pro)- 
ects” can receive the federal aid. 

Three Towns Drop Out. 

Indications now ar. t most 
of the cities that have obtained 
grant reservations are likely to go! 
ahead with efforts to carry cut 
their slum clearance plans. The | 
only cities that took preliminary |

steps, then dropped out—presum- | 
ably for purely local reasons— 
have been Columbus, Ga.; Jack- 
son, Tenn., and Uniontown, Pa. 

“From the standpoint of the 
program as a whole,” Keith 
said, “I think good progress has 
been made, granted you real- 
ize this is a time-consuming 
project. At the present rate of 
progress, and the way the pro- 
gram is shaping up—and with- 
out getting into a worse war— 
I think we can at least meet the 
time schedule Inid down by the 
Housing Act, which makes the 
last portion of the grant funds 
available July 1, 1953. 

“Many cities had to start right 
from scratch. There are five cities 
that had made some preparations 
and have financed their own plan- 
ning of slum clearance so far— 
Chicago, Detroit, Baltimore, Min- 
neapolis and St. P..1. Those cities 
will be coming in for loan and 
grant contracts shortly. There are 
59 localities, including St. Louis, 
for which we have approved plan- 
ning fund advances, while 33 
others have applied for such ad- 
vances. ; 

“An interesting and important 
by-product of the program has 
been the stepping-up of local 
community planning activities, 
particularly in a number of smaill- 
er cities.”

After a Cease-Fire 


The free world has spoken with unanimous 
voice and demanded that there be a truce in 
Korea. By a vote of 51 against the Kremlin's 
five, the United Nations political committee has 
approved the cease-fire proposal introduced by 
13 Asian and Middle Eastern nations. 

But there is no expectation that this proposal 
alone will bring peace in Korea. Whatever 
lingering doubts there might have been were 
erased by the Kremlin’s vote and Moscow’s 
Malik in his broadside against the proposal. 
Malik says departure of U.N. troops is a condi- 
tion of peace, but the small nations rightly seek 
to establish peace as a condition of U.N. with- 
drawal. 

Their second resolution, which the United 
Nations now must consider, is an integral part of 
their whole plan. And it is the second resolu- 
tion which the Kremlin apparently hopes to 
turn into a rock to sunder the free world. 

The second resolution, which calls for negoti- 
ation with Communist China on the broadest 
possible range of Far Eastern points in dispute, 
essentially is an expression of Asian-Arab opin- 
ion that the problem of Korea is inseparable 
from the problems of Formosa and of Chinese 
representation in the United Nations. 

This viewpoint American official policy in 
effect denies by insisting that any negotiations, 
be confined to Korea, and by refusing to com- 
mit the United States on the Asian-Arab move 
for wider talks. 

It is now clear that we do not have the mili- 
tary strength which would enable us to force 
Peiping’s troops out of Korea. Yet our aims 
still must be to get them out somehow, to end 
the fighting in Korea, and to preserve the free 
world’s unity. 

A compromise, and a compromise which can 
be made with honor, is available. That is to 
support the small nations’ second proposal, 
thereby announcing in effect that we will talk 
about such matters as Formosa, Chiang Kai-shek, 
and Korean unity and independence if Peiping 
agrees to a cease-fire. 

It should be made clear that a real truce must 
be in effect before we will begin discussions. It 
should be made clear that it will be an armed 
truce, with United Nations troops staying right 
where they are. And it should be made clear 
that, for the present, we are agreeing only to 
talk, that we are not making any advance 
concessions. 

There is no certainty that this course would 
succeed. Whether Mao Tse-tung is completely 
under Stalin’s thumb, or whether he would 
agree to try to find a way to save the lives of 
some of his Chinese soldiers, nobody in the 
West can be certain. But the procedure might 
work. Even if it did not, the United States then 
could be sure that it asked for the support of 
the rest of the free world with absolutely clean 
hands. The Kremlin’s hands, if it refused, 
would be even bloodier than they are now. 
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New Protection Against Monopoly 

Though the news may be little noticed, Con- 
gress is engaged in historic work toward closing 
a route of escape from the anti-trust laws. The 
Senate voted 55 to 22 to prevent corporations 
from buying rival firms’ assets, where the effect 
would lessen competition materially. 

The Clayton Act prevents businesses from 
destroying competition through purchasing a 
rival’s stock. It is obviously absurd to let a 
company achieve the same end by buying a 
rival’s assets, and this absurdity has been appar- 
ent for years. Time and again the Federal 
Trade Commission has asked Congress to close 
the exit. 

The Temporary National Economic Committee, 
which made during the late thirties what re- 
mains one of the most exhaustive studies of 
the American economy, strongly recommended 
the same course. Not all mergers by acquisition 
of assets would be banned. As in the case of 
mergers by stock purchase, the test would be 
whether each instance of the practice resulted 
in a reduction of competition. 

Thus there would be no penalty on bigness 
as such; the law is aimed rather at that particu- 
lar form of bigness which contributes to 
monopoly. 

To curb monopoly is the purpose of the anti- 
trust laws. Unless the nation is ready to aban- 
don that purpose, the statutes should be so 
written as to carry it out effectively. 

In the Senate the only opposition to cement- 
ing the anti-trust laws came from 22 Republi- 
cans, including the two from Missouri. The House 
has passed the bill in a slightly different form. 
So now it is up to a conference committee to 
help perfect the measure, and to strengthen the 
legal protection for competitive enterprise.

Throwing a punch at Pearson is an old custom, 
but we do wish our statesmen could control both 
their fists and their pens. 
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Is Civil Defense on the Way? 

Mayor Darst’s announcement that air raid 
shelters are under consideration is a good sign 
if it signifies that City Hall is coming alive to 
the needs in civilian defense. 

In view of the apathy with which the subject 
has so long been treated by the Mayor and Al- 
dermen, this and other announcements of studies 
and proposals may be greeted with a certain 
reserve. Are the city authorities really on the 
move, or are they merely engaged in trying to 
mollify criticism with publicity handouts? 

Shelters are certainly a necessary part of a 
civilian defense plan, and if they can be used to 
help solve the automobile parking problem also 
it will be all to the good. They do not seem to 
be the first order of business, though, in a pro- 
gram designed to do as much as expeditiously 
as possible. 

, St. Louis’ first need is a Mayor who is fully 
aware of the importance of civil defense and 
determined to deal with it; we will trust that 
Mr. Darst’s recent activities mean that he is 
prepared to give the community the leadership 
it requires. The second most pressing need is 
a director of civilian defense who is capable 
and aggressively active. Frank D. Sullivan's 
performance in this post to date is hardly im- 
pressive, but it may be that he is on the verge 
of displaying a capacity and a zeal in his job 
which will reassure as-yet-unreassured St. 
Louisans. 

The next needs, we should say, are education 
of the civil population in what to do if an air 
raid with atomic bombs or other weapons should 
come, and organization of the citizenship block 
by block. Shelters will do little good unless 
people are trained and organized to get into 
them. There is no reason why training and 
Organizing cannot go on simultaneously with 
planning and building of shelters. 

A sense of urgency, short of hysteria but 
somewhere beyond apathy, is called for—a deter- 
mination to do with what is available as best 


one may until better means are available, and a 
determination to make the better means avail- 
able without delay. St. Louis is not doing as 
well as it could with the imperfect means avail- 
able. It would be most unwise to perpetuate 
that failure. 
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Set the Sights High 

When President Truman addresses the nation 
Friday night, we hope he will say the time has 
come for full economic mobilization. 

The time for light gray, dark gray, semi-, 
demi-, pseudo- and quasi-mobilization has passed. 
The people have had enough exhortation, enough 
warnings that sacrifices may lie ahead. What is 
now needed is action—bold, decisive, rapid 
action. The leadership must come from the 
White House. 

Following Mr. Truman's Wednesday confer- 
ence with bipartisan leaders of Congress, Sena- 
tor Taft said the Republicans “agreed fully that 
a dangerous emergency exists."" That is the 
premise of the President's forthcoming address, 
and both he and the Republicans should face 
the fact that such a premise admits of only one 
conclusion: the need for all-out mobilization. 

You, cannot meet a “dangerous emergency” 
with measures appropriate to a semi-dangerous, 
more-or-less emergency. You cannot meet it.by 
quibbling about the legal necessity of a legal 
declaration of emergency. You cannot meet it 
by constantly exhorting the people to gird them- 
selves without giving them firm and inspiring 
objectives worthy of the unreserved effort they 
are ready to exert. - 

What is our situation? In Korea, the Kremlin 
has demonstrated that it does not hesitate to 
use armed aggression as an instrument of policy. 
The United Nations defeat there has demon- 
strated that the Western coalition lacks suffi- 
cient military power to defend itself should 
aggression break out elsewhere. In Europe, 
rearmament proceeds slowly and haltingly. It is 
clear that the one place where military power 
can be rapidly built up now is in the United 
States. 

The build-up must be big and it must be fast. 
If the goal is, as Mr. Truman has said, to attain 
a position of strength from whfch to attempt a 
settlement with the Kremlin, nothing can be 
gained by dragging out rearmament. Speed in 
attaining power will advance the day when a 
settlement can be sought; and if no settlement is 
possible, speed will advance the nation’s readi- 
ness to face the consequences of that unhappy 
circumstance. 

We need an all-out effort. We need an accel- 
erated draft, a broad military training program 
appropriate to the emergency. We need price 
and wage controls. We need the fastest possible 
military procurement. We need strong leader- 
ship and positive action. 

Set the sights high, Mr. President! 
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» Nero, 1942-1950 


Professional stardom rarely comes to one so 
voung as Nero, the only fellow of his kind to 
ride a unicycle backward, and also a horseman, 
acrobat and clown. But within him was a bright 
theatrical glow that shone above the eprightest 
footlights. He deserved all the applause that 
his eight years brought him, and a bit more for 
posterity. 

Nero was a complex comedian. If he stole a 
show, it was only because he tried. We can see 
him yet, slab-faced and flop-eared, grimacing at 
the world or posing with composure, chewing 
gum or cavorting across the stage in great un- 
gainly leaps. A Durante and a Cantor and a 
Caesar (Sid) of his kind, who knew how to

Yet with his ambitious spirit went a big heart, 
as big as show business, and when it became too 
big, he died of heart disease.

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Helping American Taxpayers 

There could hardly have been a more pro- 
pitious moment for the announcement that Brit- 
ain can get along without further Marshall plan 
dollars after Jan. 1. Just when the professional 
Anglophobes have been trying to use the re- 
verses in Korea as a wedge with which to sep- 
arate the United States and the British Com- 
monwealth, Britain has made a bold stroke 
which should help strengthen the alliance that 
is the backbone of the free world. 

This agreement to reduce the strain on United 
States taxpayers will be especially cold comfort 
for such opponents of American foreign assist- 
ance and other peoples’ right to be Socialists 
as Missouri’s Senator Kem. For it is a Socialist 
government which is the first to try to get along 
with less American assistance. 


One factor which made this possible is also 


the source of a new Anglo-American problem. 
The United States has been buying as many raw 
materials produced by the British Common- 
wealth as it could get, and it is principally this 
source of dollars which has enabled Britain to 
increase its dollar reserves. 

But now Britain also must have a major por- 
tion of those raw materials, if it is to rearm, 
and serious competition for what is available 
looms. The competition might boost prices, and 
if it does, Britain may be in trouble again. 

The raw materials problem is one of the 
things President Truman and Prime Minister 
Attlee discussed at their Washington conference. 
It is one of the reasons why the United States 
should consider what it can do to increase its 
Point Four program, and to help the British 
Commonwealth’s somewhat similar but far more 
ambitious Colombo plan. For both programs 
would increase raw materials production in the 
under-develdbed areas of the world. 
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Congress Is Big Enough 

The expected move to increase the size of 
Congress is foreshadowed by Representative 
Walter of’ Pennsylvania, who favors adding 15 
members to make a House of 450. 

This would be an easy way out of the problem 
posed by the increase in population since 1940. 
States like California which are entitled to more 
congressmen would get them, and states like 
Pennsylvania whose relative population standing 
has declined would not lose any. 

Missouri would be one of the beneficiaries of 
the plan, since this state stands to lose two 
congressmen if the size of the House remains 
what itis. From a national point of view, how- 
ever, we believe it would be a mistake to in- 
crease the membership. The House is already 
unwieldy. Its debates are necessarily perfunc- 
tory and its procedure tightly organized. The 
larger the House, the more powerful become 
those key members of the ruling committees 
whose power usually rests on seniority. 

The House should be left at its present size, 
and the states should reapportion to provide 
their people fair representation. 
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What Peasant Revolutionaries Want 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


A bit of land and decent government are their aims in Eastern 
Europe and Asia, writer says; the Marshall Plan is the United 
States’ first recognition of it; the West’s problem is to influence 
economic reforms where these must accompany political reforms.

As soon as the North Korean invaders 
gained a foothold in the south they took 
a significant social step. They announced 
that the land of large owners would be 
confiscated and given to the peasants. 

There is no longer anything surprising 
in this. The Communist conquest of China 
was based from the outset on the support 
of the peasants and would not have been 
possible without it. That is indeed the 
lesson which the Soviet leaders have 
passed on to their Communist lieutenants 
in all countries where peasants still are 
a powerful section of the working popula- 
tion. 

Not only in eastern Europe and Asia but 
in Italy and France the Communists have 
worked hard to win a hearing in the coun- 
tryside, jettisoning in the process the 
theories and teachings of Marx, at any 
rate until secure in power. 

The startling fact is that Communism 
has come to power only where it might 
have been least expected that it could. 
From 1917 in Russia to 1949 in China 
Communism has ridden to victory on the 
back of discontented peasantries; in no 
instance has it come near to victory in 
industrial proletarian countries. 


Not Communist Inclined 


But while this shows that where it hap- 
pened the peasants were ripe for revolt 
it does not show that they were inclined 
to Communism. In eastern Europe, at any 
rate, the evidence was all the other way, 
for in the inter-war years a strong peasant 
movement had. grown up and become the 
chief political force in all the countries 
of that region. 

After 1945 the new regimes in eastern 
Europe, under Soviet guidance, destroyed 
the political peasant movement, but at the 
same time hastily divided the land among 
the mass of poor peasants, as did,the 
Soviet military authorities in the eastern 
zone of Germany, though that was bound 
tl 5 paisa for a time the supply of 


The land problem is, if anything, more 
acute in the countries of Asia than it had 
ever been even in eastern Europe. Last 
year an American writer, Erich Jacoby, 
showed in a careful study how in the past 
few decades peasant subsistence farming 
has been pressed back by commercial 
farming for export: production had risen 
but not the “level of living.” 

When opening the Indian National Com- 
mission for Co-operation with UNESCO, in 
the spring of last year, Mr. Nehru told 
them that “the agrarian problem is natu- 
rally the most important problem in Asia, 
and a body connected with UNESCO must 
have full appreciation of this.” 

It might have seemed a peculiar thing 
to say on such an occasion were it not 
for the neglect of the matter by western 
students and politicians. 


Socialism and Peasants 


Western liberalism has been concerned 
above all with the propagation of demo- 
cratic forms of government; the later So- 
cialist movement, while in general more 
attuned to social interests, merely added 
dogmatic belief in the nationalization of 
land and agriculture, according to,the pre- 
scription of Marx, and a dislike of the 
‘peasant as such to an equal ignorance of 
the real problem in the Eastern countries. 

Neither the Versailles settlement nor 
the schemes of 1945 went beyond political 
and strategic issues; it was not till the 
Marshall plan that an awareness of the 
social issue began to guide Western policy 
—a change which explains Russia’s dislike 
of the plan—and not till the collapse in 
China that the West began to grasp what 
is the core of the social problem in the 
Eastern countries. 

At the inaugural meeting of the new 
Trade Union International last December 
Walter Reuther, vice president of the CIO, 
confessed that “we should have known 
that the democratic fight in China was to 
be won not on the battlefields but in the 


The Soviet leaders had become well 
aware of this. That did not mean that 
they had abandoned Marxism and become 
friendly towards the peasants; it simply 
meant, as Stalin has explained more than 
once, that they learnt how to turn during 
the revolutionary struggle the peasantry 
from a “possible reserve of the bourgeoisie 
into a reserve of the proletarian revolu- 
tion.” 


What Better Prospects? 


Dictatorial control over the peasants’ 
work and produce is inevitable. Engels 
had laid it down that the first task of a 
Socialist revolution must be to secure the 
“commanding heights” of the economic 
structure. In peasant countries the ‘“com- 
manding heights” are not to be found 
ready-made through capitalist concentra- 
tion, simply to be stormed by a revolu- 
tionary assault; they have to be built up 
rather from the bottom up with the virtu- 
ally conscript labor of the peasant masses 
and paid for with the requisitioned peasant 
produce. 

Inevitably dictatorial control cannot be 
relaxed until that risky task is achieved. 

In spite of the disappointments that 
must follow for the peasants from a Com- 
munist victory they have rarely been 
shown what better prospect might com2 
with Western influence. Western policy 
has run indeed into a dilemma which is 
rooted in its traditional economic and 
liberal outlook. 

Its liberalism has championed the po- 
litical independence of peoples and then 
has left them, because of its respect for 
that independence, to govern themselves 
as. best they could. Too often the effect 
has been a display of democratic forms 
without the content of a democratic life. 

At the same time, through its outlook 
and its investment and loan policy, the 
West has also encouraged an artificial 
industrialization, artificial in tempo and 
substance, for which the poor and neglect- 
ed peasants have to pay. 


Land Without Democracy 


The Communists, on their part, have of- 
fered the peasants land without political 
democracy, though, as in China, also a 
fairer administration than they had en- 
joyed before. 

How is the West to secure such social 
performance when the very meaning of 
Western liberal policy is to withdraw from 
the scene of action as soon as a native 
regime has been installed? However eager 
the people may have been for independ- 
ence, no native Government can survive 
unless independence goes hand in hand 
with land reform and better government. 

A bit of land and decent government are 
the two things which the peasants want 
and understand. 

Unless it can influence such reforms 
Western policy, with all its liberal inten- 
tions and liberal restraint, will not arrest 
the cycle- of nationally independent but 
politically frayed and socially inadequate 
regimes toppling over one after another 
under Communist revolutionary pressure.

The Alaska and Hawali-statehood bills 
most assuredly should be put high on the 
list of business for the Senate to clean 
up before 1950 ends. 

We need the two new states in the 
Union to strengthen America’s defenses in 
the Pacific. We need them as evidence 
to the world that America’s faith in democ- 
racy and self-government is practiced as 


‘well as preached. 


Between Book Ends 


Imitation of Hogarth 


THE RAKE'S PROGRESS, by. Philip Lindsay. (Sheridan 

House, 320 pgs., $2.75.) 

Mr. Lindsay, an Australian who has 
worked for the last 20 years or so in Eng- 
land, is hardly -known in America. He 
has written history, historical biography, 
and a number of romances on themes from 
the lives of English kings to the adven- 
tures of pirates and highwaymen. So he 
has become, says the jacket of this ro- 
mance, an “established master of histori- 
cal fiction,” and here he has given himself 
the task of doing in words what Hogarth, 
the eighteenth century master of historical 
grotesque, did so excellently in his en- 
gravings. 

To give Mr. Lindsay credit, he does pre- 
sent with vigor, if not a rake’s progress, 
then at least episodes in the careers of 
rakish Gentleman Harry, the professional 
highwayman, and of Jem Loxton, the 
Gentleman’s jackal and the amateur rake. 
He brings in a harlot or two, Arethusa the 
incredible good-natured professional who 
sighs for Jem, and the magnificent ama- 
teur, Mrs. Patty, for whom Jem pines. 

Between these two is 
sandwiched simple 
Susan, to whom Jem 
gets affianced, al- 
though the marriage 
a la mode, of the 
Hogarth vignettes, is 
not realized. And he 
achieves something 
of the persimmon 
flavor of Hogarth’s 
angular, lumpy and 
' utterly squalid world 
‘ of vice and social 
artifice. 
And yet, when the 
Philio Lind reader reconsiders 
i ney this tale that begins 
and ends with a hanging, that moves from 
Vauxhall and Ranelagh, the trysting-places 
of the rich, to the lowest brothels in Lon- 
don, that constantly refers to the inade- 
quacy of women’s stays and to men’s 
drunken desires, he sees the difference 
between Lindsay and Hogarth. For 
Hogarth’s art made vice and depravity 
ugly and obscene, as a grown man knows 
them to be, while Lindsay’s pictures are 
like a boy’s prurient peeking. 

The result is that very little in this 
novel seems plausible. Susan, the ingenue, 
talks very much like a tavern wench. The 
pastoral episode in which Jem and Susan 
return to the countryside in which Jem 
grew up is as incredible as Jem’s falling 
in love with Susan at all. Gentleman 
Harry is so complete a rogue that he ought 
to have met a Tyburn rope much earlier. 
and certainly his sudden mood of respect 
for the wench who proves to be his daugh- 
ter is as foreign to his character as his 
gentleman’s attire. 

If seems as if Hogarth cannot be imi- 
tated out of the property-room and the 
stock figures of a second-rate film. An 
intimacy with the tabloid episodes of the 
past is not sufficient training for a writer 
of historical novels, if believable men and 
women are not also created. A page-long 
account of a woman’s dressing is not good 
enough’if the woman herself escapes, and 
the only picture of vice that is tolerable in 
literature is free of the taint of sin for 
sin’s sake. ALEXANDER M. BUCHAN.

NEW BEEF GRADING 
BEGNS DECEMBER 2 


Some United States Govern- 
ment grades of beef are going to 
take on new meaning at retail 
stores the end of December. Beef 
grades are given new meaning by 
changes just announced by the 
United States Department of Ag- 
riculture. The department antici- 
pates that after you become ac- 
customed to the changes in the 
grading system, the grading will 
be of more service to you as well 
as to the man who produces the 
beef. 

When you buy United States 
Government grade after Dec. 29, 
here are the things to remember: 

What you formerly knew as 


one class with prime beef. Prime 
beef, the top grade, has been very 
scarce at most markets because 
less than one half of 1 per cent 
of our total beef production is 
of that quality. Combining of the 
two grades should result in 
“prime” beef becoming of more 
importance at the market. 


What you formerly bought as 
“good” grade beef will now be 
known as “choice.” 


Beef from high quality young 
cattle now sold in the “commer- 
cial” grade will be graded as 
“good’ after Dec. 29. Beef from 
older cattle will continue to be 
graded “commercial.” 


The Department of Agriculture 
emphasizes that the shift in 
grades should have no effect on 
price, since beef prices are de- 
termined by the relative demand 
for different kinds of beef, 
rather than by grade designations. 


Under the new grading setup, 
“prime” beef will provide you 


choice beef is being combined in | with top quality beef for 


broiling 
and roasting, the new “choice” 
will be of high quality, but will 
usually be leaner than the “prime” 
cuts. “Good” grade beef will be 
relatively tender and have a high 
ratio of lean to fat, and the “com- 
mercial” beef will be from ma- 
ture animals, have a more pro- 
nounced beef flavor, and will re- 
quire more cooking because it 
will have less natural tenderness.

One and one-half cups Brazil 
nuts, cut in half. 

One and one-half cups coarsely 
chopped California walnuts. 

Two cups pecans. 

Three cups granulated sugar. 

One cup light corn sirup. 

One and one-half cups light 
cream. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Two teaspoons vanilla. 

Prepare fruits and nuts and 
set aside. Combine sugar, corn 
sirup, cream and salt in a sauce- 
pan. Bring to boiling point, stir- 
ring until sugar is dissolved. Then 
continue to boil until mixture 
forms a soft ball (236 degrees 
Fahrenheit) when dropped in cold 
water. Remove from heat and be- 
gin beating immediately. Beat 
‘until thick and creamy and candy 
begins to hold its shape. (Use the 
electric mixer if you have one. 
This candy takes quite a lot of 
beating.) Add vanilla and mix 
with the fruits and nuts. Press 
into lightly buttered pans or into 
flat boxes lined with foil or waxed 
paper. Let cool several hours be- 
fore cutting. This is a moist, 
fruity candy that keeps fresh for 
weeks. Makes about four pounds.

One cup sugar. 

One teaspoon cinnamon. 

Dash of salt. 

Six tablespoons milk. 

One teaspoon vanilla.

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Teaching by Two-Way Television | 


On Split Screen Demonstrated 


Instructor and Pupils Exchange Questions 
Just as in School—6th Graders 
Enthusiastic. 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 14 (AP) — 
Teaching by television — long a 
dream of educators and TV execu- 
tives—has moved closer to becom- 
ing a workable reality through 
use of the “split screen” tech- 
nique. 

This two-way television permits 
teacher and pupils, miles apart, to 
see, hear and talk to each other. 

It retains the personal contact 
element in teaching — something 
that most television - education 
programs now lack. 

The method was demonstrated 
here yesterday by a sixth-grade 
geography teacher and class for 
persons attending a TV-education 
clinic sponsored by station WBAL- 
3,4 


There was a camera and receiv- 
er in front of both the instructor, 
Mrs. Barbara Long, at the studio 
and her students at the school. In 
that way, Mrs. Long could ask 
and answer questions and observe 
her pupils’ reactions. 

Parents Can Watch It. 

On the receiver, the split screen 
—technically known as a “hori- 
zontal wipe’”—showed both Mrs. 
Long and the students. The pro- 
gram was carried on the station’s 
regular channel, permitting any- 
one sitting at home to check up 
on TV-education at work. 

The most vivid example of the 
advantages of two-way over one- 
way TV instruction was when 11- 
year-old Bobby Poteet, discussing 
the development of a volcano, ex- 
plained how “the earth was 
gettin’ . 

“Getting, Bobby,” Mrs. Long 
interrupted. “Getting.” 


“ . . getting warmer,” Bobby 
grinned and continued. 

-After class, the pupils expressed 
enthusiasm for learning by tele- 
vision. Some spoke of how it 
would help “sick boys and girls 
who can’t go to school, but are 
able to read and write and study.” 

Adults at the clinic also foresaw 
useful applications for the tech- 
nique. 

Charter Heslep, chief of the 
Atomic Energy Commission’s ra- 
dio and television branch, felt it 
would be a valuable means of in- 
struction in fields relating to 
atomic energy now that much ma- 
terial on the subject has been 
declassified. 

Interest also was shown by rep- 
resentatives of the armed serfv- 
ices and the United States De- 
partment -.of Education and dele- 
gates from several eastern cities 
who attended the clinic. 


Some Hitches Foreseen. 

However, some TV producers 
saw hitches.

WILLIAM'S ELECTION 
CONCEDED IN MIGrIGAN 


Kelly, G.O.P. Governorship 
Candidate, Gives Up as Rival 
Gains in Recount. 


DETROIT, Dec. 14 (AP)—For- 
mer Gov. Harry F. Kelly, Repub- 
lican who was the apparent win- 
ner for three days after Michi- 
gan’s Nov. 7 governorship elec- 
tion, finally conceded re-election 
last night to Democratic Gov. G. 
Mennen Williams. 

Kelly conceded after 12 days of 
a recount during which more than 
three-fourths of the nearly 1,900,- 
000 votes castt were rechecked. 

For three days after the elec- 
tion Kelly had led Williams by 
margins up to more than 4000 
votes. Williams took a 1154lvote 
lead after the official canvass. 

The G.O.P. asked for the re- 
count, but when it got under way, 
Williams pulled ahead steadily. 
Ballots in 3408 of Michigan’s 4355 
precincts had been recounted 
when the end came. Williams 
had picked up 3098 additional 
votes by that time, bringing his 
total margin to 4243. His total 
was 934,096 to 929,853 for Kelly. 
» Williams’s victory, though spec- 
tacular, was somewhat of a shal- 
low @ne. Every other high state 
official elected Nov. 7 is a Repub- 
lican. The State Legislature tra- 
ditionally is overwhelmingly Re- 
publican. 

“I congratulate Gov. Williams 
upon his vic and wish him a 

ecessful adrfinistration,” said 

ly in a statement. He has a 
private law practice in Detroit.

_ pleted, cost the Republicans $21,- 
775—$5 a precinct.

The case came to court when 
Disney refused to pay the full 
price for the juke box and was 
sued. Disney, in turn, sued the 
agents who sold him the machine 
for $862 damages. 

He said a waiter called him 
one night.

Major U.S. Tax Collection Season 
Begins; 1949 Corporate Levies Due 


Withholding Plan Applies to Wages for 
Services After Jan. 1—Other 
Important Dates. 


' 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (AP)— 
The Government, faced with. 
mounting defense costs, starts its 
biggest tax harvest season tomor- 
row. 

Expectations are for an intake 
of 16 billion dollars or more— 
about 40 per cent of annual rev- 
enue — over the next three 
months. 

Since this fiscal year began last 
July 1, the Government has run 
about $1,100,000,000 in the red. 
It expects’ that deficit to double 
by June 30. 

The big tax collection season 
begins with the deadline tomor- 
row for corporations to make 
final tax payments on 1949 in- 
come, based on the old 30-per- 
cent-maximum rate. A 45 per cent 
top will prevail on 1950’s record- 
size profits. 

After tomorrow, the tax spot- 
light will shift to individuals. 
They finished 1949 income tax 
payments last March but in many 
instances will have something to 
do about 1950 income taxes 
ahead of the general deadline for 
paying them next March 15. 

A calendar of dates to remem- 
ber: 

Jan. 1—Time for housewives to 
begin withholding social security 
taxes from the pay of servants 
(and farmers to withhold from 
their workers) if they are going 
to make the servant pay her half 
of the 3 per cent-of-pay tax. The 
employing housewife can _ skip 
withholding and pay the entire 
3 per cent if she prefers. 

Jan. 1—Also opens the season 
for getting refunds on overpay- 
ment of 1950 income tax through 
withholding. Around 30,000,000 
taxpayers usually qualify for re- 
funds averaging out to about $50 
each. The only way to get a re- 
fund will be to file a final 1950 
income tax return, establishing 
how much of a refund is due. 

Jan. 15—Last day for filing 
1950 income tax declarations (es- 
timates), or amending,declarations 
filed earlier to avert a penalty in 


by more than 20 per cent. All 
farmers whose 1950 income ex- 
ceeded $600 will be required to 
declare the amount they took in, 
although they do not have to pay 
the indicated tax until March 15. 
The farmers, however, may skip 
the Jan. 15 declaration if they 
make a final 1950 return and pay- 
ment by Jan. 31. Other groups 
required to make declarations in- 
clude doctors, lawyers, other pro- 
fessionals, persons owning their 
own businesses, and . higher- 
bracket salaried workers who pay 
outside or in addition to taxes 
regularly withheld from pay. 

Jan. 31—Deadline for employ- 
ers to furnish their workers with 
the tax form (W-2) showing each 
worker how much income tax 
has been withheld from him dur- 
ing 1950. 


Feb. 15—Deadline for “infor- 
mation returns,” which tip the 
tax collector to various income 
payments not covered by with- 
holding taxes, such as: 

Rent payments of more than 
$600 during 1950 which were 
made to an individual landlord 
(no return is required on pay- 
ments to a corporate landlord or 
a landlord's agent); wages to 
house servants which totaled 
more than $600 in 1950 and 
weren't covered by withholding; 
corporation payments of more 
than $100 in dividends to indi- 
viduals, and similar payments for 
interest or other obligations—a 
doctor’s bill, for example—in ex- 
cess of $500. 

The government checks this in- 
formation against the income tax 
returns of those who get the pay- 
ments. 

March 15 — The deadline not 
only for 1950 individual income 
tax payments, but also for initial 
1951 income declarations and first 
tax payments, by individuals 
subject to declaration require- 
ments. Also, for corporations, the 
beginning of 1950 income tax 
payments, with an installment of 
30 per cent of the total tax due 
for 1950.

» Having seen the newspaper advertisement, I 
called on Charles Quin, who bears the honorary 
title of ‘“‘Mayor of Chinatown” and who has just 
finished a nine-year tenure of office as head of 
the On Leong Association.

He lives at 
434 Melville avenue, in a colonial brick home 
which is handsomely furnished, with just a touch 
of the oriental here and there in vases and other 
ornaments.

Quin operates an oriental restaurant at 6314 
Delmar boulevard, with Chinese art objects as a 
sideline. He came to this country with his parents 
when he was 12 vears old. His father had an 
importing business at the corner of Eighth and 
Market streets, which was in the heart of what 
was then the nearest thing St. Louis ever had to 
a Chinatown.

IN THOSE DAYS, Quin told me, there were 
about 700 Chinese in St. Louis, and most of them 
were in that district. The depression broke up 
Chinatown. Many of them went elsewhere to find 
work, and those who remained sort of scattered 
around town. Today the population of 300 is 
widely scattered through the city. 


However, the headquarters of the On Leong Asso- 
ciation is in the old neighborhood, at 722 Market. 
The association bought the building last year for 
$100,000. The On Leon, Quin explained, is a sort 
of Chinese version of the Chamber of Commerce, 
except that it goes a little further. It assumes 
also some of the aspects of a court of appeals. 
The Chinese like to settle their own controversies 
without going to court, and most of them are 
settled by a tribunal within the membership of 
the On Leong. 


About 90 per cent of the Chinese belong to the 
association. And about 90 per cent of the Chinese 
here are in the laundry or restaurant businesses. 
Quin said. The organization is national, and at 
the dedication of the new building last year, dele- 
gates came to St. Louis from cities all over the 
United States. 


. * * 


THE BUILDING IS ALSO a social center for 
the Chinese. Their social affairs are nearly always 
banquets, and their two favorite reasons for ban- 
quets are marriages and births. They don’t have 
dances. The Chinese people just don’t like to 
dance, Quin said. Except, he added with a smile, 
in the last vear or two some of the younger people 
have been having dances there on Saturday night. 


During the last war, Quin explained, the On 
Leong organized a national anti-Japanese cam- 
paign, through which they sent relief to the Chi- 
nese. The organization now, he said, is going to 
use the nucleus of the old organization for an 
anti-Communist campaign for the same purpose. 


They have decided, Quin said, that the news- 
paper advertisement was a mistake in that, being 
worded as it was, it gave the impression that only 
the On Leong Association was declaring itself, 
leaving out the rest of the Chinese here. 
matter of fact, he said, the whole St. Louis Chinese 
population is 100 per cent anti-Communist. They 
are considering, he said, holding an anti-Commu- 
nist parade, as On Leongs in other cities have 
already done. 


* * * 


NONE OF THEM HAS BEEN a victim of any 
discrimination or suspicion since the Communists 
took over in China, Quin said. “The FBI has 
asked me, of course, if I knew of any Communist 
sympathizers,” Quin said. “I was happy to be able 
to tell them that as far as I know there are none. 


“We feel that our country is gone. We haven't 
got any country any more. Our families still over 
there are scattered, and we don’t hear from them. 
Quite a few have tried to get in touch with rela- 
tives, but failed. I have two sisters in Canton. 
I’ve heard from them, but you can tell from their 
letters they’re afraid to say anything. But wé 
find out from people who have come back from 
Hong Kong how things are over there. 


“We know that Chiang Kai-shek has his faults. 
But we look to him because there is no one else 
available. He is our only hope to get our country 
back. The Chinese all pray very hard, and we all 
think that some day he will make a landing on 
the mainland and we know that then there will 
be an uprising to help him. The people are 
waiting.”

| Cooking Wild Goose—A Tricky Task | 


Secret Is to Eliminate the Gamey Flavor, and Here's How It's Done 


By Hoyt Alden 


UDGING from the inquiries 

I've been receiving, about half 

the population seems to have a 
wild goose in the deep freeze and 
no knowledge of how to cook it. 

As a matter of fact the cooking 
of wild goose is a tricky thing 
and not to be undertaken lightly. 
Properly cooked it can be a de- 

Improperly cooked, it 
might as well be thrown away. 
It not only won't be a delight; 
it won't even be eaten. 

As in the case with much wild 
game, the gamey flavor of a wild 
goose, which is particularly pro- 
nounced, must be eliminated, or 
at least reduced. This is accom- 
plished first by thorough clean- 
ing and second by cooking meth- 
ods which draw out the undesir- 
able flavors. 


When I say to clean the goose 
thoroughly, I mean it literally. 
One excellent amateur chef I 
know even goes so far as to scrub 
the bird briskly, both inside and 


out, with a stiff brush and laun-' 


dry soap. And this isn’t going 
too far. It eliminates much of 
the fishy odor and flavor. But 
be sure to give the goose a good 
rinsing afterward. After all, it’s 
a toss-up between a fishy flavor 
and a soapy flavor. 

Next, let it dry. Then rub the 
cavity lightly with salt. Then 
make a stuffing oi large pieces 
of dry bread; a lot of onion in big 
hunks, salt and pepper, all mois- 
tened with hot water. This dress- 
ing is not for eating, so don’t 
worry about it. Fill the cavity 
loosely. 


Now melt a half pound of butter 
in a sauce pan on top of the stove. 
Add a tablespoon of salt, a tea- 
spoon of pepper, two tablespoons 
of poultry seasoning and a heap- 
ing tablespoon ‘of chopper parsley. 
Brush the entire goos*> with this. 

Have your oven going at 450 
degrees. Pop the goose in, breast 
down, and if it’s a large goose, 
let it cook for an hour. Take it 
out, scoop out the stuffing and 
throw it away. With it will go 
any strong or undesirable flavor. 
Now refill the cavity with any 
kind of stuffing you happen to 
like, preferably one which in- 
cludes apples. Put the goose back 
in the oven. If it isn’t already 
browned, keep the oven hot until

Brown the left-over butter, but 
don’t burn it. Add to it a half 
cup of sherry and the grated rind 
of an orange. Pour the sauce 
over the goose, and don’t ever let 
anyone tell you wild goose isn't 
delicious.

dressings, of course, they mean 
stuffing. What goes in a bird is 
stuffing. The same stuff, cooked 
separately, is dressing. But the 
words have been used _ inter- 
changeably so much, they have 
come to mean the same things to 
most people. P 

I had no idea I'd be called on, 
but by sheer coincidence I do 
happen to have an excellent stuff- 
ing recipe right here in my 
pocket. It’s a wild rice and 
mushroom stuffing, and it goes 
like this: 

Boil and drain a pound of wild 
rice. Chop an onion fine and 
slice a half pound of mushrooms 
and saute them together in a 


fourth pound of butter. Mix this 
with the rice, salt it to taste, and 
then add as much chicken bouil- 
lon or turkey stock as the rice 
will take up. Any giblets that 
haven't been consigned to the 
gravy may also be added. It's 
simple, but delicious.

JUST BECAUSE PORK is 
plentiful and economical, if there 
is such a thing as economical 
meat any more, is no reason why 
the little woman has to serve 
pork chops and pork roast on 
alternating nights. There are a 
lot of things you can do with 
pork. To be more specific, there 
are even a lot of things you can 
do with pork chops. To name 
one, you can make cranberry pork 
chops, like this: 

Brown six pork chops quickly 
in a hot frying pan and sprinkle 
them with salt. Put three of them 
in a greased baking dish. In the 
meantime you have ground up 
four cups of cranberries and 
mixed this with three fourths of 
a cup of honey and half a tea- 
spoon of cloves. Spread half of 
this over the three pork chops 
-in the dish. Put the other three 
chops on that, and then the rest 
of the sauce. Cover it and bake 
it for an hour and you'll be sur- 
prised. 
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IF THE LITTLE WOMAN is 
getting ready to cook another 
pork roast in the same old way, 
snatch it out of her hand and 
prepare a roast of pork with 
prune dressing. 

You have, to start with, a crown 
roast of pork with 12 ribs. Season 
it with salt and pepper and roast 
it in a moderate oven for an hour 
and a half. While it’s roasting, 
make the dressing like this: 
Cover a cup of prunes with water 
and let them simmer for 10 min- 
utes. Remove the seeds and cut 
them—the prunes, that is—into 
small pieces. Mix them with five 
cups of cubed bread, two diced 
onions, a cup and a half of diced 
celery, a minced green pepper and 
salt and pepper to taste. Moisten 
this with stock and blend it well. 

When the roast has cooked for 
an hour and a half, fill the cavity 
with dressing and put it back, to 
roast another hour and a half. 
Baste it frequently with stock or 
drippings. It'll be a lesson to 
the Little Woman. 


Chafing Dish 
Once Again Is 


In Fashion

ASHIONS come and fashions 
F eo. Most ‘of them return in 

time, and this is the case with 
chafing dish cooking. At one 
time, every hostess struggled with 
a chafing dish and attempted to 
cook innumerable dishes at the 
table. After a few attempts, she 
settled for a few specialties such 
as Welsh rabbit, creamed oysters 
and lobster Newburg. 

I can remember when a chafing 
dish supper was a rite where a 
young hostess in a fluffy apron 
presided over her new utensil 
on the table and when the guests 
spent most of their time bringing 
ingredients which had been for- 
gotten from the kitchen. There 
was seldom enough to go around 
but the hostess felt that she was 
a success because at least every- 
thing was eaten. Chafing dishes 
are in vogue again, and now comie 
requests for recipes appropriate 
for their use. The flood of spe- 
cial cook books which had been 
designed had long gone into dis- 
use. There are, however, a few 
recent publications on this sub- 
ject in which there is a renewed 
interest. 

One of these is a fine, practical 
little volume called the “Chafing 
Dish Book” written by Helen 
Evans Brown and published by 
the Ward Ritchie Press, Los An- 
geles. The book is well worth 
what you pay if you are interested 
in this subject. Mrs. Brown in 
her introduction notes that not 
everything is practical for cooking 
of this sort at the table. She 
suggests that certain pre-prepara- 
tion should be done in the kitchen 
and that ingredients already 
measured should be arranged on 
a tray, so that cooking may “pro- 
ceed easily without leaving the 
table.” The recipes are novel and 
make you hungry just to read 
them. One criticism I have, how- 
ever, is in regard to the use of 
garlic in the dining room or liv- 
ing room. I believe that this 
should be preserved for the 
kitchen.

OW do you feel about black 
H threes? Are you a “save ‘em 
for a safe discard” player; do 
you believe in getting rid of them 
fast to make place for more useful 
cards in your hand; or do you 
compromise, as most players do? 
If you try the variation under 
which black threes cost you 100 
points for each one remaining in 
your hand at the conclusion of 
the deal (they still count only five 
points plus if you meld them), 
you'll probably join the chuck-’em- 
fast school. And you'll also have 
something to think about in situ- 
ations where there are three or 
four black threes in the discard 
tes For instance, suppose you 
old: 


Your right-hand opponent has 
just thrown a seven. You'd like 
to grab it, because the pack con- 
tains an eight, which will com- 
plete a mixed canasta for you. 
But four of the remaining five 
cards are black threes. And there 
are only two cards remaining in 
the stock, so the chances are you 


will not get another turn to play. 

If you take the pack to meld 
the sevens and complete the ca- 
nasta of eights, you will add 325 
points to your score. But even 
if you discard one of the black 
threes, you will still have added 
310 points to your hand. Ob- 
viously, you will be better off 
drawing from the stock. You 
might draw a good meld, and at 
very worst you will probably give 
the opponents one less chance to 
play. 

Remember, counting the black 
threes 100 points against the 
player caught with them is a vari- 
ation; it is NOT part of the of- 
ficial rules. And if you play it you 
will seldom find so clear-cut a 
case of refusing the pack because 
it contains too many threes. 
Usually it will be worth grabbing 
any pack that contains enough 
cards, and taking chances on be- 
ing able to get rid of the threes 
before they cost you too much. 

Question: Have the new rules 
for three- and four-pack Canasta 
changed the rules for the regular 
two-pack Canasta game? If so, 
how? 

Answer: No, they have not af- 
fected the rules of two-pack 
Canasta. In fact, it is possible to 
play three-pack Canasta with very 
few changes from the regular 
Canasta rules. The new games, 
variously called Chilean Canasta 
and Samba Canasta, are simply 
popular variations that have de- 
veloped. The rules of these vari- 
ations are not part of the official 
laws of two-pack Canasta.

Make’ a sauce by cooking one- 
half cup of minced ham and one- 
half cup of minced onions in one- 


fourth cup of butter until the 
onion is golden, then add two 
tablespoons of flour. Cook three 
minutes, stirring well, pour in a 
cup each of chicken stock and 
cream, one-fourth cup of white 
wine, and salt and pepper to taste. 
When smooth and thickened, add 
one and one-half cups of cubed 
cooked chicken and a cup of 
boiled peeled chestnuts that have 
been cut in half. When all is 
hot serve with wild rice.

It looked to West that a dia- 
mond lead was less apt to jeopar- 
dize a defensive trick than other 
selections, so he opened his sin- 
gleton. (Usually, such a choice is 
to be condemned, but in this case 
it did no harm, since East's dia- 
mond holding was impregnable.) 
The diamond nine was’ played 
from dummy, East covered with 
the ten, and South won. Now, 
since it was patently impossible 
to win 12 tricks without running 
the diamond suit, declarer led a 
diamond right back toward dum- 
my. West discarded the six of 
clubs. South, seeing . that he 
would have to concede one trick 
in the diamond suit, played the 
jack from dummy, and East of 
course won with the queen. 

Now consider East's dilemma! 
The deuce, four and five of clubs 
were in plain sight. in his own 
hand and dummy—only the three- 
spot was missing. Thus, West's 
discard of the club six was ex- 
tremely ambiguous! I might well 
be West’s lowest club; certainly 
it didn’t look like a “come-on.” 
So, mentally tossing a coin, East 
returned a heart, and that was 
the last time his side got on lead! 

West was entirely too delicate! 
It was perfectly obvious from the 
play of the diamond suit that 
East had it stopped, and there- 
fore West should have signalled 
most emphatically with the club 
jack; or, using the just-as-good 
negative signal, he should have 
discarded his lowest heart.

G veto, has at long last been 
admitted to the United Na- 
tions. 

During these anxious days, 
Christian, Moslem, Hindu and 
Jew can approach him, each in 
his own way, through prayer 
and meditation in a little room 
set aside for this purpose after 
five and a half years of con- 
troversy and opposition by the 

U.S.S.R. 

They not only can, but do. 
The meditation room, as it is 
called out of deference to such 
creeds as do not pray, has been 
a magnet for men of good will 
and of all faiths since it was 
opened 10 days ago. 

It is a little room, a cubby 
hole in reality, with seats for 
only 18 persons, in the midst of 
this vast, sprawling plant which 
turned out Sperry bomb-sights 
during World War II and may, 
unless prayer avails, be recon- 
verted from a temporary shelter 
for the United Nations to its 
original purpose. 
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IN THE QUIET, dimly lighted 
room, men from the East set 
withdrawn in contemplation and 


men from the West kneel in 
supplication, each seeking in his 
own way and from his own God 
the one boon for which all men 
long: peace. 

Former Senator Warren Aus- 
tin, head of the American dele- 
gation, his white hair gleaming 
in the soft light, and the young 
stenographer from Beirut sit 
side by side, oblivious of each 
other, and pray for the same 
priceless gift to man. 

The room, 12 to 15 feet at 
most, is bare of all religious 
symbols out of deference to the 
multitude of religious and 
creeds in the United Nations. 
Each man who enters this small 


room must be content to bear 
the symbols of his own religion 
in his heart. 
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SUCH A ROOM as this was 
contemplated by the United Na- 
tions from the time of its for- 
mation in San Francisco in the 
spring of °45, and such a room 
is incorporated in the new U.N. 
building now nearing comple- 
tion on the East River drive. 

But from the first, a medita- 
tion room has met with deter- 
mined opposition from the Rus- 
sians. At first, the opposition 
was spearheaded by Molotov. 
Then Vishinsky took over, even 
rising to remind the General 
Assembly two years ago of his 
avowed atheism. 

So in the five and a half 
year interim after the forma- 
tion of the United Nations, the 
meditation room was “tact- 
fully” forgotten until the black 
week three weeks ago when the 
Chinese hordes descended upon 
the United Nations forces in 
Korea. 

Immediately the South Amer- 
ican delegations began to press 
for a room where men might 
pray and meditate. -And then 
came the explosive and para- 
lyzing day when President Tru- 
man told his press conference 
that use of the atom bomb was 
always under consideration as 
are all new weapons of war. 
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OVERNIGHT the demand of 
Christian, Jew, Hindu and Mos- 
lem for a room in which each 
might ask his God to spare the 
world another war was immedi- 
ate and importunate. 


So as the crisis mounted, a 
little room was finally cur- 
tained off where men might 
take their troubles to a power 
higher than their own. It is 
indicative of its popularity that 
six chairs have been added to 
the original 12 with which the 
room was first furnished. 

It may even develop that the 
God of men, no matter what 
their creed or color, is the most 
potent member of the United 
Nations and immune to the 
veto.
